AN  ACT 


Making  an  appropriation  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  inauguration  of  the  Governor 

of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c,  That  the  sum  of  three  thousand  and 
fifteen  dollars  and  thirty-three  cents  ($3,015.33)  is  hereby  specif- 
ically appropriated  to  the  committee  authorized  by  resolution  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  for 
the  payment  of  the  bills  contracted  by,  and  the  expenses  of,  said 
commission.  Payment  from  said  appropriation  shall  be  made  by  war- 
rant of  the  Auditor  General  on  the  State  Treasurer  in  the  usual  man- 
ner.

A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Executive, 
Judicial,  and  Legislative  Departments  of  the  Commonwealth,  interest  on  the  public 
debt,  and  the  support  of  the  public  schools,  for  the  two  fiscal  years  beginning 
June  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one;  and  for  the  payment  of 
bills  incurred  and  remaining  unpaid  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  May 
thirty-first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one",  as  approved  the  twenty- 
seventh  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one, 
providing  for  deficiencies  in  certain  appropriations  made  to  the  Executive, 
Judicial,  and  Legislative  Departments  bv  the  ad  to  which  this  is  a  supplement, 
and  for  other  minor  expenses,  incurred  or  to  be  incurred  to  May  thirty-first, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-three,  by  certain  of  the  Executive, 
Judicial,  and   Legislative  Departments,  not  provided  for  by  said  act. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c,  That  the  following  sums,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  for  deficiencies  in  certain  appropria- 
tions made  to  the  Executive,  Judicial,  and  Legislative  Departments,

by  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  and  for  other  minor  ex- 
penses, incurred  or  to  be  incurred  to  May  thirty-first,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  twenty-three,  by  certain  of  the  Executive,  Judicial, 
and  Legislative  Departments,  not  provided  for  by  said  act,  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  specifically  appropriated  to  the  several  objects 
hereinafter  named,  to  be  made  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law, 
and  to  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated:  Provided,  That  all  sums  hereby  appropriated  shall 
be  paid  on  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor  General  drawn  upon  the 
State  Treasurer,  unless  otherwise  prescribed  by  law :  And  provided 
further,  That  out  of  the  amount  hereby  appropriated  to  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  there  shall  also  be  paid  salaries  and 
mileages  for  any  additional  officers  and  employes  for  the  session  of 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-three,  as  may  be  authorized 
during  said  session. 

Section  2.  For  the  payment  of  the  deficiencies  in  certain  appro- 
priations made  to,  and  for  other  minor  expenses,  incurred  or  to  be 
incurred,  to  May  thirty-first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty- 
three,  by  the  following  named  executive  departments  of  the  State 
Government,  the  following  sums,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  to  be  paid  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law: — 

EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT. 

Office  of  the  Governor. 

For  the  payment  of  the  deficiency  in  the  expenses  incident  to 
the  participation  in  the  procedure  of  the  organization  known  as 
the  Governor's  Conference,  for  the  years  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  twenty-one  and  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty- two, 
the  sumi  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200) . 

DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE 

COMMONWEALTH. 

For  the  payment  of  the  deficiency  of  the  expenses  for  the  publica- 
tion in  the  various  newspapers  of  the  State,  the  several  amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  two  fiscal 
years  ending  the  thirty-first  day  of  May,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  twenty-three,  the  sum  of  fifty-three  thousand  and  twenty-eight 
dollars  and  thirteen  cents  ( $53,028.13'),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary. 

TREASURY  DEPARTMENT. 

For  the  payment  of  the  deficiency  in  clerk  hire,  messengers,  and 
watchmen,  including  payment  of  such  extra  and  temporary  clerks 
as  the  State  Treasury  may  find  it  necessary  to  employ  for  the 
purpose  of  balancing  and  transferring  accounts,  making  new  indices, 
listing  and  depositing  receipts  of  the  motor  fund,  expense  of  collect- 
ing the  tax  on  gasoline,  or  rendering  any  other  general  assistance 
to   the   regular   clerical   force;   and   for   the   payment   of   postage. 
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express  charges,  traveling  expenses  of  the  State  Treasurer  or  em- 
ployes of  the  department,  while  on  departmental  business,  and  for 
other  necessary  expenses  of  the  department, — the  sum  of  eighty-six 
thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty-seven  dollars  ($86,527),  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

SCHOOL  EMPLOYES'  RETIREMENT  BOARD. 

For  the  payment  of  the  deficiency  in  the  expense  fund  to  be  used 
for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  secretary,  actuary,  chief 
clerk,  assistant  clerks,  and  stenographers,  postage,  expressage, 
traveling  expenses,  contingent  fund,  and  other  incidental  legal  ex- 
penses, the  sum  of  three  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-one 
dollars  ($3,731),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  payment  of  the  deficiency  in  the  contingent  reserve  fund. 
as  provided  for  in  section  eight,  paragraph  three  of  the  act,  ap- 
proved the  eighteenth  day  of  July,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
seventeen  (Pamphlet  Laws,  one  thousand  and  forty-three),  the  sum 
of  three  hundred  forty-six  thousand  nine  hundred  sixty-five  dollars 
($346,965),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  payment  of  the  deficiency  in  the  State  annuity  reserve 
fund  number  two,  as  provided  for  in  section  eight,  paragraph  five, 
of  the  act,  approved  the  eighteenth  day  of  July,  one. thousand  nine 
hundred  and  seventeen  (Pamphlet  Laws,  one  thousand  and  forty- 
three),  the  sum  of  one  million  six  hundred  fifty  thousand  dollars 
($1,650,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION. 

For  the  support  of  the  public  schools,  State  normal  schools,  and 
other  public  school  agencies  of  this  Commonwealth,  for  the  two 
fiscal  years  ending  May  thirty  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  twenty-three,  the  sum  of  three  million  four  hundred  forty  thou 
sand  nine  hundred  seventy  seven  dollars  and  fifty-six  cents  ($:'>, 440, 
977.56),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

To  aid  school  districts,  which  established  and  maintained  voca- 
tional schools  or  departments;  and  for  the  training  of  vocational 
teachers  in  institutions  designated  by  the  Slate  Board  of  Education, 
for  the  two  fiscal  years  ending  May  thirty-first,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  twenty-one, — the  sum  of  two  hundred  thirty  six  thou- 
sand three  hundred  thirty-eight  dollars  and  thirty-one  cents  ($2.'!<i, 
338.31),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  GROUNDS  AND  BUILDINGS. 

For  the  payment  of  the  deficiency  in  the  appropriation  for  salaries 
of  the  chief  and  assistant  engineers  of  the  Capitol  power  plant, 
and  all  other  employes  required  in  conducting,  cleaning,  and  mak- 
ing repairs  necessary  for  the  safety  and  keeping  of  the  buildings 
and  grounds,  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars  ($10,000.),  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  foe  necessary. 

For  the  payment  of  the  deficiency  in  the  appropriation  for  the 
cost  of  general  supplies,  including  stationery,  supplies,  furniture, 
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fuel,  repairs,  alterations,  and  improvements,  and  other  matters 
required  by  the  Legislature,  the  several  departments,  boards,  and 
commissions  of  the  State  Government,  and  the  Executive  Mansion, 
as  set  forth  and  included  in  the  general  annual  schedule  of  supplies 
for  the  State  Government,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  eighty -five  thou- 
sand dollars   ($185,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  efficiency  in  the  appropriation  for  advertising  the  annual 
schedule  of  supplies,  the  sale  of  unserviceable  furnishings,  the  read- 
vertising  of  the  annual  schedule  when  necessary,  and  all  other 
advertisements  as  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Public  Grounds  and  Buildings  and  the  Superintendent,  the  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary. 

For  the  deficiency  in  the  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  cost 
of  electric  current,  gas,  and  steam,  for  light,  heat,  and  power  for 
the  public  grounds  and  buildings,  where  not  supplied  from  the 
Capitol  power  plant,  the  sum  of  sixteen  thousand  nine  hundred 
dollars  ($16,900),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  deficiency  in  the  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  rental 
charges  for  telephone  service  and  other  patented  leased  office 
devices,  the  cost  of  toll  and  long  distance  telephone  messages  and 
telegrams  for  the  Legislature,  the  several  departments,  boards,  and 
commissions  of  the  State  Government,  and  the  Executive  Mansion, 
the  sum  of  forty-seven  thousand  dollars  ($47,000),  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  deficiency  in  the  appropriations  for  the  payment  of  the 
rent  of  offices  and  rooms  outside  of  the  Capitol  Building  for  the 
accommodation  of  departments,  boards,  and  commissions  of  the 
State  Government,  the  sum  of  seventeen  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  ($17,500),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  PRINTING  AND  BINDING. 

For  the  deficiency  in  the  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  pa] tor. 
envelopes,  and  other  supplies;  of  printing,  binding,  ruling,  litho- 
graphic printing,  cuts,  plates:  of  salaries  and  wages  of  employes; 
and  of  advertising  proposals  for  executing  the  State  printing,  -the 
sum  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($300,000),  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE. 

Bureau  of  Animal  Industry. 

For  the  payment  of  accrued  indemnity  claims  for  animals  destroy- 
ed to  prevent  the  spread  of  dangerous  communicable  diseases,  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  thirty  live  thousand  dollars  ($235,000),  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

ADJUTANT  GENERAL'S  DEPARTMENT. 

For  the  payment  of  annual  allowance  to  National  Guard  organi- 
zations, passenger  and  freight  transportation,  rifle  practice  allow- 
ances, repairs  to  auto  trucks,  expenses  of  inspectors,  and  other  un- 
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paid  obligations,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  May  thirty-first,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-three,  the  sum  of  eighty-eight 
thousand  seven  hundred  twenty-six  dollars  ($88,726). 

For  officers'  annual  allowance,  claims  due  and  filed,  eighty-five 
hundred  dollars   ($8,500). 

For  the  payment  of  claims  of  officers'  annual  allowance  to  be  filed 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  May  thirty-first,  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  twenty-three,  fifty-three  hundred  dollars  (f 5,300). 

STATE  BOARD  OF  EXAMINERS  OF  ARCHITECTS. 

For  the  deficiency  in  the  appropriation  for  the  necessary  expense 
of  the  said  board,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000),  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

RETIREMENT  OF  STATE  EMPLOYES. 

For  the  deficiency  in  the  appropriation  covering  the  amount  of 
salaries  of  State  employes,  who  may  be  retired  by  resignation,  the 
sum  of  forty-nine  thousand  forty-six  dollars  and  thirteen  cents  ($49, 
046.13),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

JUDICIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

Section  3.  For  the  payment  of  the  deficiencies  in  certain  appro- 
priations made  to,  and  for  other  minor  expenses  incurred  or  to  be 
incurred  to  May  thirty-first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty- 
three,  by  the  Judicial  Branch  of  the  State  Government. 

For  the  payment  of  the  deficiency  in  the  salary  of  the  Judges  of 
the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas,  learned  in  the  law,  in  the  several 
judicial  districts  in  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  two  years  ending 
May  thirty-first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-three,  the 
sum  of  forty-three  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-four  dollars 
and  twenty-four  cents  ($43,794.24). 

For  the  payment  of  deficiency  in  the  salaries  of  the  Judges  of  the 
Municipal  Court  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  two  years  ending  May 
thirty-first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-three,  the  sum 
of  ten  thousand  nine  hundred  four  dollars  and  eighty -two  cents  ($10, 
904.82),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  payment  of  deficiencies  in  the  salaries  of  the  Judges  of 
the  County  Court  for  the  County  of  Allegheny,  for  the  two  fiscal 
years  ending  May  thirty-first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
twenty-three,  the  sum  of  eleven  thousand  five  hundred  fifty-one 
dollars  and  ninety -nine  cents  ($11,551.99),  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary. 

For  the  payment  of  deficiencies  in  the  salaries  of  the  Judges  of 
the  Supreme,  Superior,  Common  Pleas,  and  Orphans'  Court,  who 
may  resign  or  retire  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
of  Assembly,  approved  June  twenty-three,  Anno  Domini  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  eleven  (Pamphlet  Laws,  one  thousand  one 
hundred  and  twenty-one),  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  an  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  the  fifth  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen,  for  the  two  fiscal  years

sary.

Making  a  deficiency  appropriation  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  an  act,  ap- 
proved the  twenty-fifth  day  of  July,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen 
(Pamphlet  Laws,  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety-five),  entitled  "An  act  for 
the  encouragement  of  agriculture  and  the  holding  of  agricultural  exhibitions ;  pro- 
viding State  aid  for  certain  agricultural  associations,  and  regulating  the  payment 
thereof." 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c,  That  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand 
eight  hundred  fourteen  dollars  and  sixty-eight  cents  ($12,814.68),  or 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  specifically  appropri- 
ated to  cover  a  deficiency  in  payments  for  State  aid  by  the  Common 
wealth  for  the  two  fiscal  years  ending  May  thirty-first,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  twenty-three,  to  agricultural  associations,  under 
provisions  of  the  act,  approved  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  July,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen  (Pamphlet  Laws,  one  thousand 
one  hundred  and  ninety-five),  entitled  "An  act  for  the  encouragement 
of  agriculture  and  the  holding  of  agricultural  exhibitions ;  providing 
State  aid  for  certain  agricultural  associations,  and  regulating  the 
payment  thereof." 

Section  2.  No  payment  shall  be  made  under  this  act  except  for  the 
exhibits  of  live  stock,  live  stock  products,  horticultural  products, 
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cereals,  bees,  and  bee  products,  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
shall  supervise  all  claims  therefor.

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted,  &c,  That  the  sum  of  five  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  thirty-three  dollars  and  eighty-five  cents  ($5,933.85) 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  specifically  ap- 
propriated to  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Institution  for  the  Instruc- 
tion of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  for  the  two  fiscal  years  ending  May 
thirty-first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-three,  to  cover 
a  deficiency  in  the  education  and  maintenance  of  State  pupils.

Be  it  enacted,  &c,  That  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and 
ninety  ($490.00)  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is 
hereby  specifically  appropriated  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Industrial  Reformatory,  at  Huntingdon,  for  amount  of 
gratuities  paid  in  excess  of  appropriation  to  inmates  for  the  two 
years  ending  June  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one.

Be  it  enacted,  &c,  That  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand 
($20,000)  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby 
specifically  appropriated  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Training  School,  at  Morganza,  Pennsylvania,  to  cover  a  de- 
ficiency in  salaries  for  the  two  fiscal  years  ending  May  thirty-first, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  twenty-three.

Industrial   School,   at  Scotland. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c,  That  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  (f 30,500),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, is  hereby  specifically  appropriated  to  the  Commission  of  the 
Soldiers'  Orphans  Industrial  School,  at  Scotland,  for  the  two  fiscal 
years  ending  May  thirty -first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty- 
three,  to  cover  deficiencies  as  follows: 

For  the  installation  of  a  water  system,  seventeen  thousand  dollars 
($17,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  installation  of  a  refrigerating  plant,  six  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  ($6,500),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  electrical  wiring  and  equipment,  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000), 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary.

Making  a  deficiency  appropriation  to  the  State  Hospital  for  Injured  Persons  of 
the  Bituminous  and  Semi-Bituminous  Coal  Regions  of  Pennsylvania,  located  at 
Blossburg,  Pennsylvania,  to  cover  a  deficiency  in  maintenance  for  the  two  fiscal 
years  ending  May  thirty-first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-three.

Making  an  appropriation  to  tin-  State  Treasurer  for  the  purpose  of  paying  of 
salaries  of  State  officers  and  employes  in  the  interim  between  the  thirty-first  day 
of  May,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-three,  and  such  time  as  the  funds 
provided  by  the  Genera]  Appropriation  Bill  become  available. 

Whereas,  the  act  of  May  eleventh,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
nine,  provides  thai  the  Stale  Treasurer  may  not  pay  out  any  moneys 
unless  they  be  specifically  appropriated  by  ad   of  Assembly;  and 

Whereas,  The  act  of  June  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
fifteen,  provides  that  officers  and  employes  shall  be  paid  semi-monthly 
on  the  first  and  fifteenth  days  of  each  month ;  therefore 
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Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c,  That  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  ($500,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is 
hereby  specifically  appropriated  to  the  State  Treasurer  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  salaries 
of  the  officers  and  employes  of  the  several  departments  of  the  State 
Government  and  of  the  Legislature  in  the  interim  between  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  May,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  andHwenty-three,  and 
such  time  as  moneys  appropriated  by  the  General  Appropriation  Bill 
of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-three  may  become  avail- 
able for  such  purposes. 

Section  2.  Payment  shall  be  made  by  the  State  Treasurer  upon

Whereas,  By  the  provision  of  said  act,  approved  the  twenty-fifth 
day  of  July,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirteen,  a  commission 
was  created  to  acquire  a  site,  select  an  architect,  and  to  provide 
for  the  erection  of  an  institution  for  inebriates ;  and 

Whereas,  Said  commission  was  appointed  acquired  a  site  and 
selected  an  architect  by  whom  certain  services  were  performed  in 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifteen,  but  the  said  commission 
deemed  it  inexpedient  to  proceed  on  account  of  the  World  War, 
and  it  is  now  proposed  by  the  Admin i si  rative  Code  to  transfer  the 
site  so  acquired,  to  be  known  as 'the  New  Cumberland  Industrial 
Farm,  to  a  board  of  trustees;  and 
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Whereas,  It  appears  that  the  commission  appointed  by  Governor 
Brumbaugh  in  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen  were  not 
confirmed  by  the  Senate,  and  that  no  appointments  were  made  by 
Governor  Sproul  or  confirmed  by  the  Senate  during  his  administra- 
tion, and  that,  therefor,  no  commission  now  exists  authorized  to 
manage  the  affairs  of  the  said  activities  provided  for  by  the  above 
act  nor  to  pay  debts  contracted  by  the  said  commission;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  now  a  balance  of  about  one  hundred  thirty 
thousand  dollars  ($130,000)  unexpended  of  the  appropriations  made 
by  the  acts  aforesaid;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  resolved,  &c,  That  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars  ($25,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary, 
is  hereby  specifically  appropriated  to  the  Auditor  General  for  the 
payment  of  the  debts  incurred  and  bills  outstanding  contracted  by 
the  commission  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the  act,  approved 
the  twenty-fifth  day  of  July,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirteen 
(Pamphlet  Laws,  one  thousand  three  hundred  six),  entitled  "An  act 
to  provide  for  the  selection  of  a  site  and  the  erection  of  a  State  in- 
stitution for  the  detention,  care,  and  treatment  of  inebriates,  or  per- 
sons habitually  addicted  to  the  use  of  alcoholic  drink  or  intoxicat- 
ing drugs,  to  be  called  the  State  Institution  for  Inebriates,  and 
making  an  appropriation  therefor,''  amongst  said  debts  and  bills 
being  a  claim  of  seventeen  thousand  and  seventy-eight  dollars  and 
eighty-nine  cents  ($17,078.89),  with  interest,  for  services  rendered 
by  the  architect  employed  by  said  commission,  and  a  claim  of 
fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500)  for  the  compensation  due  to  the 
clerk  of  the  commission,  and  the  personal  expenses  of  the  members 
of  said  commission  in  attending  meetings  and  performing  the  duties 
required  by  law.

Making  an  appropriation  to  pay  for  the  deficiency  in  the  care,  treatment,  removal, 
and  maintenance  of  the  indigent  insane,  for  the  two  years  ending  May  thirty-first, 
one  thousand   nine   hundred   and   twenty-three. 

Section  1.  lie  it  enacted,  &c,  That  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and 
twenty-eight  thousand  four  hundred  seventy  six  dollars  and  thirty 
cents  ($228,476.30)  be,* and  the  same  is  hereby,  specifically  appro- 
priated to  pay  for  the  deficiency  in  the  care,  treatment,  removal,  and 
maintenance  of  the  indigent  insane,  for  the  two  years  ending  May 
thirty-first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-three. 

The  said  appropriation  shall  be  paid  on  the  warrant  of  the  Audi- 
tor General  on  the  basis  of  settlement  by  that  officer  and  the  State 
Treasurer,  but  no  warrant  shall  be  drawn  or  settlement  made  until 
the  directors  or  managers  of  the  several  hospitals  and  asylums  for 
the  insane  shall  have  made,  on  oath  or  affirmation,  to  the  Auditor 
General,  a  quarterly  report  setting  forth  the  actual  number  of  indi- 
gent persons  received  and  maintained  in  said  hospitals  and  asylums 
for  the  insane,  respectively,  during  the  quarter  for  which  the  reporl 
is  made,  with  the  dates  of  their  admission  and  discharge  or  death, 
respectively,  and  the  actual  time  during  which  each  of  said  indigent 
insane  person  was  treated,  maintained,  and  cared  for  during  said 
quarter:  Provided  also,  That  no  payment  shall  be  made  on  account 
of  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane  until  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Welfare  shall  have  certified  to  the  Auditor  General  that  the 
quarterly  report  of  the  cost  of  such  care  and  treatment  contains  no 
charge  except  for  "care,  treatment,  removal,  and  maintenance,"  as 
the  said  words  are  construed  in  this  act:  Provided  further,  That  the 
words  "care,  treatment,  removal,  and  maintenance",  nsed  in  this 
net,  shall  be  construed  to  mean  medical  and  surgical  treatment  and 
nursing,  food  and  clothing,  and  absolutely  necessary  repairs  to 
existing  buildings  of  such  hospitals  and  asylums. 

Section  -.  It  shall  Ik1  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  of  the  several 
counties  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  the  directors  or  overseers  of  the 
poor  of  the  different  counties  or  poor  districts  of  the  State,  to  report, 
under  oath,  to  the  Auditor  General,  on  the  first  day  of  September, 
December,  March,  and  June  of  each  year,  the  number  of  indigent 
insane  persons  transferred  from  said  comities  or  poor  districts, 
respectively,  to  the  State  hospitals  or  asylums  for  the  insane  in  their 
respective  districts.  Said  report  shall  contain  the  name  of  every 
indigent  insane  person  so  transferred  or  maintained  at  said  hospi- 
tals <>r  asylums,  and  shall  set  forth  when  he  or  she  was  admitted, 
the  length  of  time  cared  for  in  said  hospitals  or  asylums,  and  the 
date  of  discharge  or  death.

planting  of  shrubbery,  trees,  and  grass;  the  remainder,  or  ninety- 
four  thousand  ($94,000)  dollars,  to  be  used  in  excavating,  lowering, 
concreting,  and  finishing  of  the  West  Terrace,  including  the  neces 
sary  alterations  to  the  steps  of  the  north,  south,  and  center  wings 
of  the  Capitol,  additional  granite  for  the  base  of  the  Capitol,  and 
balustrade  for  the  west  side  of  the  terrace. 

Plot  No.  2,  which  shall  be  known  as  Memorial  Grove,  which  is 
hounded  on  the  e;ist  by  Memorial  Bridge  Plaza,  on  the  west  by 
Commonwealth  Avenue,  on  the  north  by  Laboratory  Building,  and 
on  the  south  by  Educational  Building,  seventy-one  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars   ($71,500);  namely,  for  top  soil,  grading,  planting 
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grass,  shrubbery,  trees,  electrical  and  water  installations,  concrete 
walks,  and  other  improvements:  Provided,  That  the  Hoard  of  Com* 
missioners  of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings  is  authorized  to  invite 
any  organization  of  veterans  of  any  war  in  which  the  railed  States 
was  engaged,  or  any  historical  organization,  To  donate  and  plant, 
under  such  regulations  as  the  hoard  shall  prescribe,  in  said  Mem 
orial  Grove,  trees  of  a  species  approved  hy  the  board  in  honor  of  any 
unit  or  organization  engaged  or  mustered  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States  during  any  war. 

Plot  No.  3,  known  as  South  Terrace,  which  is  hounded  on  the  east 
by  Commonwealth  Avenue,  on  the  west  by  old  Fourth  St  reed,  on  the 
north  by  South  Office  Building,  and  on  the  south  by  Walnut  Street, 
nine  thousand  dollars  ($9,000);  namely,  for  top  soil,  grading  and 
planting  of  grass,  trees,  and  shrubbery. 

Plot  No.  4,  adjoining  sire  of  Educational  Building,  which  is  bound- 
ed on  the  eas1  by  Memorial  Bridge  Plaza,  on  the  west  by  Common- 
wealth Avenue,  on  the  north  by  .Memorial  Grove,  and  on  the  south 
by  Walnut  Street,  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000);  namely,  for  grad 
ing  and  seeding. 

Plot  No.  5,  adjoining  site  of  Laboratory  Building,  which  is  hound 
ed  on  the  east  by  Memorial  Bridge  Plaza,  on  the  west  hy  Common- 
wealth Avenue,  on  the  north  by  North  Street,  and  on  the  south  by 
Memorial  drove,  otic  thousand  dollars  ($1,000);  namely,  for  grad- 
ing and  seeding. 

IMot  No.  6,  constructing  the  retaining  wall  connecting  Walnut 
Street  with  the  Memorial  Bridge  Plaza  on  the  line  of  the.  property 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  twenty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars ($25,000). 

For  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  work  of  completing  an  office 
building  in  Capitol  Park  as  authorized  by  an  act.  approved  the 
eighteenth  day  of  July,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nineteen 
(Pamphlet  Laws,  one  thousand  and  fifty-three),  entitled  "An  act 
authorizing  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Grounds  and

For  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  procuring  bonds  required  to  he 
given  by  employes  of  the  Treasury  Department,  and  of  officers  and 
employes  of  other  departments,  hoards,  and  commissions,  required 
to  he  given  to  the  Commonwealth,  two  years,  the  sum  of  thirty 
thousand  dollars  ($30,000). 

For  payment  to  A.  W.  Brunner,  architect  and  engineer  of  the  smith 
office  building,  for  fees  and  commissions  now  due  and  owing,  the 
sum  of  sixty  nine  thousand  dollars  ($69,000).

of  the  Public  Welfare  Commission  or  State  Welfare  Commission  as 
are  authorized  by  law, — two  years,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  twenty- 
live  thousand  dollars   ($325,000).

Making  an  appropriation  to  pay  for  the  care  treatment,  removal,  and  maintenance 
of  the  indigent  insane  for  two  years  ending  the  thirty-first  day  of  May.  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-five. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c,  That  the  sum  of  five  million  dollars 
($5,000,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  specifically  appropriated  to  pay  for  the  care,  treat- 
ment, removal,  and  maintenance  of  the  indigent  insane  for  and  during 
the  two  years  beginning  June  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
twenty-three,  and  ending  May  thirty-first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  twenty-five. 

The  said  appropriation  shall  be  paid  on  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor 
General,  on  the  basis  of  settlement  by  that  officer  and  the  State  Treas- 
urer; but  no  warrant  shall  be  drawn  or  settlement,  made  until  the 
directors  or  managers  of  the  several  hospitals  and  asylums  for  the 
insane  shall  have  made,  on  oath  or  affirmation,  to  the  Auditor  Gen- 
eral, a  quarterly  report  setting  forth  the  actual  number  of  indigent 
persons  received  and  maintained  in  said  hospitals  and  asylums  for 
the  insane,  respectively,  during  the  quarter  for  which  the  report  is 
made,  with  the  dates  of  their  admission  and  discharge  or  death, 
respectively,  and  the  actual  time  during  which  each  of  said  indigent 
insane  persons  was  treated,  maintained,  and  cared  for  during  said 
quarter:  Provided  also,  That  no  payment  shall  be  made  on  account 
of  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane  until  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Welfare  shall  have  certified  to  the  Auditor  General  that  the 
quarterly  report  of  the  cost  of  such  care  and  treatment  contains  no 
charge  except  for  ''care,  treatment,  removal,  and  maintenance,"  which 
words,  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  be  construed  to  mean  medical  and 
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surgical  treatment  and  nursing,  food,  and  clothing,  and  absolutely 
necessary  repairs  to  existing  buildings  of  such  hospitals  and  asylums. 
Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  of  the  several 
counties  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  the  directors  or  overseers  of  the 
poor  of  the  different  counties  or  poor  districts  of  the  State,  to  report, 
under  oath,  to  the  Auditor  General,  on  the  first  day  of  September, 
December,  March,  and  June  of  each  year,  the  number  of  indigent  in- 
sane persons  transferred  from  said  counties  or  poor  districts,  respect- 
ively, to  the  State  hospitals  or  asylums  for  the  insane  in  their  re- 
spective districts.  Said  report  shall  contain  the  name  of  every  in- 
digent insane  person  so  transferred  or  maintained  at  said  hospitals 
or  asylums,  and  shall  set  forth  when  he  or  she  was  admitted,  the 
length  of  time  cared  for  in  said  hospital  or  asylum,  and  the  date  of 
discharge  or  death.
